Jan. Sat 11:30 p.m. 


Dick Cavett, who occupied that time 


slot on a weekly basis until laid low by 
ratings, now will do his show just one 
week each month. Assorted comedy, 
dramatic and variety shows will fill the 
intervals between the Paar and Cavett 
weeks. 


Paar emphasized that he agreed to do 


his shows for ABC only on the provision 
that the network retain Cavett's ser- 
vices. 


"Good," one television writer 


declared. "Here, here," another 
chorused. Pens and pencils flashed;

"And 
it was not a demand," Paar 


continued, adding that his contracts 
with ABC specify that "because of our 
mutual interest in Dick Cavett, he will 
be given the same amount of time as me. 


"And that is absolutely true," said

writer on the old NBC "Tonight" show. 
He praised Cavett as a "gifted, talented, 
witty man."

Government work has absorbed

Carolina was integrated by Leroy 
Mosely, a South Carolinian who went to 
Connecticut in the late 1960s because he 
couldn't find a job in his home state. 


The U.S. Census Bureau says the 


- reverse migration has been mainly 
' 
among the middle and upper classes and 
has not involved the thousands of poor 
and uneducated blacks who poured out 
of the South each year, spilling into 
Northern cities. 


In each of the last three decades, 1.5 


million blacks have left. 


"We've noticed a return among 


people in the sociology field with a 
good sprinkling of lawyers and doc- 
tors," said a bureau spokesman. He said 
the trend had been spotted by census 
canvassers but no figures were availa- 
ble to document it. 


One of the best known returnees was 


James H. Meredith, 40, of Jackson, 
Miss., whose integration of the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi in 1962 spawned 
bloody riots. 
i After graduation, Meredith spent six 
years in New York returning to Missis- 
sippi in 1971. He was motivated in large 
fiart by the desire to enter politics. He 
tost a primary race for the U.S. Senate 
'this year. 
;' "Changing conditions have made it 
. possible for us to come back," said 
'•Meredith. "More people are inclined to 
r notice you going into a 'white' dining 
room in upstate New York now than in 
Mississippi. My own brother quit a good 
job in California to come back here 
•jobless." 
• 
Meredith and others emphasized that 


jthey don't seek to portray the South 
today as a racial Utopia, only as a more 
•livable place for blacks than it once was. 


Charles Prejean, 31, an Atlanta black 


and former director of the Federation of 
Southern Cooperatives, believes 
economics, more than social conditions, 
forced blacks out of the South. 


"It was a bread and butter thing," says 


Prejean, whose organization is in the 
earliest stage of a study on reverse 
migration. "I've come into contact with 
many blacks in Chicago, Detroit and 
New York who say they are coming 
home because, for the first time, they 
can get a job with reasonable pay down 
here." 


Prejean, who travels widely in the 


region, says the reverse migration has 
been most viable in large urban areas 
such as Atlanta. Unless industry has 
moved in, he says, there still remains 
nothing to attract 'a blue collar black 
back home in the rural South. 


Reasons vary for the move back 


South. For Meredith, it was politics. For 
others the prospect of a well-paying job 
was enough. Others had trouble ad- 
justing to life in Northern cities. A 
combination of reasons brought Pat 
Gill, 28, to Atlanta where she has a job 
helping black colleges develop courses 
in allied health care. 


Miss Gill, who lives in an integrated 


apartment complex, says she left her 
home town of Raleigh, N.C., in 1966 
because she despaired of finding a job, 
even though she was a college graduate. 
She went to graduate school in 
Cleveland, then moved to Rochester, 
N.Y., where she lived until moving to 
Atlanta last year. 


She says she moved back South 


because of the changing political 
climate, a good job offer and trouble 
adjusting to a Northern city where 
"blacks don't have a well-defined cul- 
ture of our own." 


"Almost every day now I hear about 


somebody else coming from the North 
to take a job here or in Raleigh," she 
said. "I think blacks are just becoming 
aware of the opportunities that have 
opened up in the South." 


Hayes Mizell, director of the 


American Friends Service Committee 
project in South Carolina, suggests that 
young black professional people may be 
returning because there is less compe- 
tition for jobs in the region. 


Hugh Davis, 27, left South Carolina in 


1964 for a summer job in Washington. 
He went to law school and returned 
home only a few months ago to work for 
a community development project. 


"There's an awakening among some 


black people that the Northern cities 
weren't the promised land they hac 
hoped for," he said. "It is easier now fo,r 
a black man to come back home."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Holiday Inn. 


with rooms for the masses, offers 
something a little different for travelers 
near her: a $l,400-per-night suite with 
everything from servants' quarters to 
scotch and martinis on tap.

guests. 


The operators of the inn in suburban

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Nixon plots moves 
for post-treaty time

CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) - President 


Nixon is firing off instructions to peace 
negotiator Henry Kissinger while 
charting the series of moves which 
would follow a Vietnam ceasefire. 


As he continues his stay at this 


Maryland mountaintop retreat, the 
chief executive is combining his Viet- 
nam activities with development of his 
second-term governmentreorganizat- 
ion plan and with preparations for the 
budget he will send to the next 
Congress. 


Nixon virtually completed his new 


cabinet Thursday when he announced 
he will nominate California oil company 
executive Claude S. Brinegar to succeed 
Transportation Secretary John A. 
Volpe, who, as expected, was .named 
ambassador to Italy. 


The Transportation Department shift 


left only one Cabinet nomination—at- 
torney general— yet to be disclosed. 
Officials said Nixon will announce that 
Richard G. Kleindienst will remain in 
that slot. 


Aides also said Nixon is moving 


toward a series of sub-Cabinet ap- 
pointments. One such major appoint- 
ment reportedly will be a new director 
for the Centra! Intelligence Agenc^. 


CIA Director Richard Helms is due to 


be replaced, officials said, but there are 
few solid indications on who might 
succeed him. 


Nixon, who arrived at Camp David 


Monday, scheduled a mid-morning 
meeting with a quartet of economic 
advisers— Treasury Secretary George 
Shultz; Chairman Arthur Burns of the 
Federal Reserve Board; Chairman Her-

U.S. surgeon

MANILA (AP) —President Ferdinand 


E. Marcos announced today that 
President Nixon is sending a surgeon 
from California to help repair the 
damage done to his wife, Imelda, in a 
knife attack. 


Marcos said Dr. Robert T. Chase of 


the Stanford Medical Center was ex- 
pected Saturday or Sunday to help with 
surgery to connect tendons severed in 
the Philippine first lady's right hand. 
Nixon telephoned Marcos after the 
attack Thursday, and Marcos accepted 
his offer of help. 


A still-unidentified man slashed the 


president's 43-yearold wife four times 
on the hands and arms with a bolo knife 
during an awards ceremony at an 
amusement park. Guards shot and 
killed the man. 


The only clue to the assailant's iden- 


tity was a label showing his jacket had 
been made in Davao City, 610 miles 
southeast of Manila. The tailor was 
being brought to Manila. 


Marcos said the doctors told him his 


wife would regain use of her right arm 
and hand, h e said he wished he had been 
at the amusement park to be the target 
of the would-be assassin. 


"When we undertook our program of 


reform, we knew we would have to pay 
a price," he said. "I cannot forgive 
myself it had to be her to pay such a 
prii-e." 


Marcos proclaimed martial law in 


September, saying he was beginning a 
"revolution to democratize wealth and 
property" and to restore "peace and 
order." 


"I am all the more resolved, she and I, 


to proceed with the program to 
eradicate and eliminate all the threats 
against the stability of our society and 
to push through our reform program," 
he said after attending a Mass of 
thanksgiving for his wife's survival.

DUBLIN (AP) — Voters in Ireland's 


national 
referendum gave

1937 constitution. 


A similar heavy majority was piling 


up for lowering the voting age to 18 from 
21. 


First indications were that barely 50 


per cent of the electorate voted in 
Thursday's referendum. Those who did 
divided roughly five to one in favor of 
change. 


Under Article 44 of the constitution, 


the Catholic Church was given "special 
position" as "the guardian of the faith of 
the great majority of the people." 


Opponents of the amendment said 


repeal of Article44 would open an era of 
permissiveness including divorce, 
abortions and the like. 


Proponents said the article was lar- 


gedly a dead issue anyway since the 
constitution guarantees freedom of 
conscience and religious choice.

But friends and relatives say Munoz

15 years.

Munoz, showed The Associated Press a 
birth certifi ate that said her son was 
born in th<<. city on Feb. 13, 1944, at 7 
p.m. 


Mrs. Munozsaid her son, who had less 


than a third-grade education, could not 
read the documents given him to sign.

small-arms attack on Nakhon Phanom 
early this week is linked with increased 
military activity by Thai Communists. 


Reports reaching ihe Pentagon said 


one American officer was wounded in 
the attack on Nakhon Phanom but that 
facilities and aircraft at the base es- 
caped damage. 


While the attack was minor in scope, 


the intelligence analysts appeared con- 
cerned it might foreshadow more- 
serious threats to about 49,000 
American airmen and other servicemen 
stationed at seven Thai bases. 


Attacks on U.S. bases in Thailand 


have been rare, and in the past Thais 
have blamed them mostly on North 
Vietnamese guerrillas. 


But a U.S. intelligence report in- 


dicated a belief that the attack on 
Nakhon Phanom was staged by Thai 
Communists. 


Some Thai officials long have forecast 


their country would come under 


increased Communist pressure from 
inside and outside its borders after the 
Indochina war ends, even though 
strong U.S. Air Force elements are 
expected to remain in Thailand for an 
indefinite period. 


Nakhon Phanom, less than 10 miles 


from Laos, is one of the most important 
bases used by the U.S. Air Force because 
it is the site of a multimillion-dollar 
"infiltration surveillance center." From 
this center, equipped with computers 
and other advanced electronic equip- 
ment. Air Force technicians monitor 
sensors dropped aiong the Ho Chi Minn 
Trail by American war planes. 


Information gathered by these sen- 


sors and digested at the Nakhon 
Phanom center determines many of the 
targets struck by American bombers 


and gunships attempting to interferere 
with North Vietnamese supply-truck 
movements. 


The Thai armed forces are chiefly 


responsible for protecting the -ur bases 


However, American military' men are 


less than satisfied with the performance 
of the Thai army in dealing with insur- 
gency, despite many years of U.S. aid 
and advice. 


Last January.some 12.000 Thai troops 


mounted an extended operation against 
an estimated 600 rebel tribesmen in a 
mountainous cirra of north central 
Thailand

officials criticized the Thai troops for 
lack of aggressiveness Among other 
things.

riding. 


Mr. Ballantine wisely suggests that 


you do not buy and attach training 
wheels to young children's bikes. I have 
been saying this for years and it's 
refreshing to read a bicycle expert's 
opinion,

on 
experience. 


Whenever I write about this I get 
dozens of angry letters from parents 
who've been suckered into providing 
training wheels and who feel that they 
are duty bound to defend their mistake. 


This author also cautions against 


"Car-type" gear shifts for 3- and more 
speed bikes. He gives all his sound 
reasons. 


The book includes sources, names 


and addresses for best buys and lists 
brands and types of frames, brakes, 
tubes, pedals, lights, tools and other 
accessories that are most useful, safest 
and least expensive. There's a lot more 
to bicycling than buying a set of 
wheels. Your youngster should know 
how to cycle safely and how to avoid 
spills. This excellent book lists them. 
With an estimated 20 per cent of all 
bikes in use stolen 
each 
year, 


"Richard's anti-rip-off" measures and 
his advice on how to evade dogs and 
other hazards of bicycling deserve your 
and your child's attention. 


Your child should also learn how to 


maintain and repair his bike, and which 
parts had best be repaired by an expert. 
Even a tot can oil his bike regularly - 
and bring it inside out of the rain. There 
are clear and detailed instructions on 
how to keep a gift that can range from 
$25 to several hundred dollars in good 
running order. The assembly and repair 
illustrations are far better than even 
those provided by manufacturers.

The home, in rented space in St 


Norbert Abbey, will accommodate 24 
boys and girls. 


The De Pere visit was arranged 


several weeks ago 


Stampp said he learned Tuesday that 


Mr. and Mrs. Paul Young were quitting 
after two years as juvenile receiving 
home parents. The resignation is effec- 
tive March 1 The home is lot ated at 523 
S. Wainut St . near the courthouse 


"What it comes down to is they're 


burned out." Stampp said in explaining 
the resignation letter re< <-ived Wed- 
nesday "They've done- <i marvelous 
job." he said of the Youngs, but he

"The great goal is to get people to 


want to learn,'' he said in an interview 
"Teachers need to be rejuvenated, and 
students need to be reached." 


On Fridays, students take part in 


direct study in the community. John 
Farah, 20, of Washington, D.C., is 
interested in medicine, so he spends 
Friday mornings with a physician. 


"New College puts you in a risk sit- 


uation," Farah said. "If we come out of 
here with something, it's only because 
we put something into it." 


Another student, 18-year-old Iris 


Alhanti from New Jersey, said: "With 
other colleges, they tell you what to put 
into it. Here you learn whatever you are 
most interested in." 


Father Leary has written- "If war and 


injustices, insecurity, one's love life —or 
lack of it — and the deeper problems of 
the why and whence dog the young, 
why not start here instead of diagram- 
ming sentences or stumbling through 
elementary French?" 


The priest said the students refuse to 


allow their teachers "to give long lec- 
tures on irrelevant topics. The preten- 


tious attitude that students had to listen 
to us then recite it back and we'd give 
them a grade is out." 


"Students look at the teachers as 


employes and friends," Farah explained. 
"We're paying for the school, so we 
decide how it will be run." 


He and other students agreed no o/ie 


has come to New College "just to hahg 
out." They said most appear to be 
working and studying long hours. 


Mike Coughlan, 20, of Minnesota 


described himself as a "C and D 
student" in high school who "made an 
art out of doing the least I possibly 
could." 


"But here I finally saw the possibility 


of learning something. So I'm looking 
into a lot of things and learning a lot," he 
said. 


New College offers dozens of classes, 


with pass or fail grading and graduation 
in three years. Courses are arranged in 
categories -such as science fiction, 
comparative religions, new approaches 
to biology, drama workshop, the 
modern novel, urban problems and 'an 
overview of Shakespeare. 


When management problems arise, 


students, faculty, Father Leary and 
sometimes the trustees get together to 
discuss and vote what to do. Father 
Leary said students picked the five 
full-time and 17 part-time faculty 
members this year from 619 applicants. 


Th° tall, balding priest served eight 


years as president of Gonzaga Univer- 
sity in Spokane, Wash., then went to 
Utah State and was a vice president at 
Santa Clara University in 1971, when he 
and students began talking about a new 
college. 


They first attempted to get the 


university to sponsor it, but Santa Clara 
officials vetoed the idea. 


So Father Leary and 22 students did it 


on their own with $2,000 he borrowed 
from a friend and $500 from the Jesufts. 
New College now is in the process of 
regional accreditation which takes 4 to 
6 years. It has received a California state 
accreditation for a three-year 
bachelor-ot-arts degree in humanities 


Tuition is $1,000 a semester, or $2,000 


a year. 


Father Leary, who held the first 


classes in his living room, said he hopes 
the school always can remain small, 
with a maximum of 750 students and a 
"dispersed" campus. He said this is a 
fancy name for using other people's 
buildings —churches, schools, libraries 
and homes. 


Personally, he said, he is most 


impressed "with the feistiness of oui 
students.

GREEN BAY - Harry (Bud) Grant, 


the silver-haired sphinx from Superior, 
is an uncommon man . . . and an un- 
common coach. 


At the risk of losing his union card, he

And, come what may, he goes hunt- 


ing each Saturday morning during the 
football season. 


"Bud also never takes the game home 


with him," says a Viking spokesman. 
"When he closes that office door every 
night, he leaves football behind him. He 
spends his evenings with the family, 
joining them wholeheartedly in wha- 
tever they're doing." 


Most of his coaching colleagues feel 


obligated to spend more time at the job.

nursing bruises to his right knee and left 
heel while quarterback Bill Kilmer has 
sprained left ankle. 


The Cowboys have recovered from a 


series of nagging injuries with defensive 
tackle Bob Lilly beginning to shake off a 
foot injury and a bruised knee. 


Coach Tom Landry of the Cowboys 


said, "Washington has been just a super 
team this year. They've played great 


week in and week out. I think the game 
is a tossup." 


He added: "We won't be able to beat 


Washington if we make turnovers." 


A national television audience will

NFC offense against Washington's No. 
1 defense in the NFC. 


"Washington blitzed more against us 


than any team they've played this 
season the last time we met," says 
Cowboy assistant Ermal Allen.

"The Packers don't throw quite as 


much as some teams do, but they make 
up for that with their running.

"Their linebacking is excellent and

In talking about equipment, Clarke, 


who had gained a reputation as one of 
the top snowmobile mechanics, noted 
that machines are much more stable 
now than when they were first on the 
market and being used in races. 


"It takes a pretty bad bump or very 


erratic driver to upset a machine now," 
Clarke said. "In addition, there have 
been changes in suspension, clutch 
systems, better tracks for the snow- 
mobile and machine design. 


"Racing also has done a lot to 


improve the sport for the general 
public," Clarke added. "A lot of the 
equipment you find on machines now 
was first tested on tracks by racing 
teams before it was accepted. They find 
that if something is good enough to 
stand up through the rough racing 
grind, it has to be all right for general 
use." 


Top driver 


Clarke was selected as the top 


modified class driver in the province of 
Ontario for the 1971-72 season. While 
driving his Ski-Doo Blizzard machine, 
Clarke, who is single, won the triple 
crown of Ontario which include pres- 
tige victories at Peterborough (the 
Kawartha Cup which attracted 63,000 
people), the Mosport race and the 
Toronto derby-

age, has been racing for six years. For 
two years he was a member of an 
independent team before spending the 
last four years with the Bombardier 
Ontario Limited team. 


Owners1 proposal revealed 


Miller colls Kuhn on amateur 


NEW YORK (AP) — Terming Com- 


missioner Bowie Kuhn "a rank ama- 
teur," Marvin Miller, executive director 
of the Major League Baseball Players 
Association, has reacted with anger to 
the public disclosure of the status of 
negotiations between the athletes and 
the owners. 


Commissioner Kuhn revealed the 


owners' proposal in an unprecedented 
step at baseball's winter meetings in 
Hawaii last week and Thursday, Miller 
summoned a press conference to 
express his unhappiness with the ac- 
tion. 


"It is an act only the most rank ama- 


teur," would perform," said Miller, who 
handled labor negotiations with the 
steel industry before moving into 
baseball. "Not only has Mr. Kuhn shown 


questionable integrity," Miller said, "he 
has performed an extremely destructive 
act in terms of the negotiations." 


In Hawaii, the commissioner revealed 


in detail baseball's most recent offer in 
negotiations for renewal of the expiring 
general agreement and pension clauses. 
They included the first concession ever 
made in the area of the controversial 
reserve clause that binds a player to his 
team unless sold, traded or released. 


Free agent status 


But the concession, which offers free 


agent status to any veteran player not 
offered at least $30,000 for his sixth 
major league season or $40,000 for his 
ninth year, was rejected as unaccept- 
able by Miller and the Players Associa- 
tion. 


"Were it presently in effect," said 


Miller, "this magnanimous offer would 
affect five of the 960 players on major 
league rosters." 


Instead, the players have asked for 


free agent status after seven years, 12 
years and 17 years, regardless of salary. 
Additionally, after five years as a 
professional, three in the majors, a 
player would become a free agent if he is 
earning less than the average big league 
salary, now figured at about $32,000. 


Miller called the Players Association 


offer, "a modest proposal which goes to 
the problems of all players, whether 
they are superstars, regulars or 
reserves." 


The players also are asking for a boost 


in their minimum salary from the 
current $13,500 to $15,500 in 1973, 
$16,500 in 1974 and $17,500 in 1975. The 
owners had offered $500 boosts per year, 
reaching $15,000 in 1975.

Rick said. "This is where a lot of trouble 
comes in. Then too, track conditions 
vary a lot and you have to change your 
pattern of racing after almost every 
turn around the track because of the 
impact from the other machines." 


In addition to setting his sights on 


racing victories in the states this year, 
Clarke just wants to be a success at 
what he's doing. "It's a real challenge 
every time you go out there and I love 
it. I just want to be able to keep going at 
it."

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Broker raps 
term 'small 
investor'

NEW YORK (AP) -The term "small 


investor" is "demeaning and totally 
inappropriate," the speaker told the 
assembly of graduate business students 
It is ignoble " It is behtting, it should be 
dropped from the vernacular 


As used by the brokerage community, 


he continued, it is a term of condescen- 
sion, implying that the more important 
customer is the institution and that the 
small investor therefore is a second 
class citizen 


There is little new in such an obser- 


\ationwhenmadebyasmall investor It 
is the attitude of brokers that big is 
better, in fact, that has alienated so 
many ordinary Americans and driven 
them into other investments 


But the comments, so typical of small 


investors, were made by Arthur Levitt, 
Jr, head of Hayden Stone Inc , a major 
brokerage house And they were among 
other provocations that made his talk a 
significant document in the evolution of 
Wall Street 


Speaking at the Columbia University 


Business School this week about what 
he said were "personal feelings not 
shared by a number of my associates, ' 
Levitt suggested that "unaffihated" or 
individual" or "consumer" te used in 
place of "small " 


He explained that if broker remem- 


bered that "while institutions today do 
over 60 per cent of the trading, in- 
dividual investors own over 60 per cent 
of the stock," they would realize the 
unproductiveness of their snobbish- 
ness 


Because of the broker-institution 


alliance, the small investor usually ob- 
tains poorer research, receives less 
attention, and is accorded less overall 
solicitude, said Levitt 


This, he suggested, is opposite to the 


proper attitude "In my judgment," he 
said, "the consumer investor needs 
more time and consideration, more 
guidance and more education than the 
institutional investor " 


A cause of the inferior service, he 


stated, is the existence of a compensat- 
ion system that rewards the broker for 
making sales while he poses in the 
conflicting role of adviser 


Stating what a lot of small m\ estors 


have been saying for years, he argued 
that the quest for commissions might 
tempt some salesmen to "suggest port- 
folio changes when their best judgment 
told them this was a time to do nothing " 


In his own personal view, he said, the 


answer to this dilemma is to take 
salesmen off commissions, to raise the 
standards of training, and to inspire 
them with a sense of professionalism

oasic salary structure rather than com- 
missions In addition, the salesman 
broker wold be paid for bringing in new 
accounts, for making few mistakes, for 
longevity, for maintaining customer 
io\alty 


Such a system is being considered by 


some firms, but as Levitt said after the 
address, "it will take guts to im- 
pelement," mainly because if other 
firms don't follow it will put the in- 
novator at a disadvantage still, he said 
it must be at least considered as the way 
of the future 


'It would provide job security and 


professionalism," he said "There would 
be less turnover, less recruiting of each 
others' workers There would be a 
greater incentive to serve the customer 
as well as the industry " 


Basic to such a plan, he feels, a better 


training You will understand this need, 
he said, when you "think of the res- 
ponsibility carried by a broker who 
rounsels an individual on the 
management of his total life's savings " 


We should strne towards formal 


academic programs and proficiency 
testing similar to other nonscientific 
orolessions and we should enlist the aid 
of universities and business schools," he

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Troop cutback in Europe 


Nixon-watching: 
Look for a move by the President to withdraw major portions 


of the U.S. troops stationed in Europe during his second term. 


This is admittedly speculation, but it is now more than 25 


years since the end of the war, the U.S. is engaged in a detente 
with Russia, and Nixon has shown a bent to do the unexpected 
in foreign affairs. 


What leads to the conclusion that Nixon might be taking up 


this piece of the McGovern platform? One toothsome piece of 
evidence: 


The appointment of Donald Rumsfeld as ambassador for 


NATO. 


Rumsfeld has handled two hot assignments for Nixon in his 


first term —the taming of the anti-poverty agency, a hotbed of 
Democratic liberal activists, and the slowing down of the 
inflation spiral through the Phase II apparatus. 


Rumsfeld took over the poverty agency when Nixon was 


having a hard time finding any Republican who would step into 
an agency that had been the creation of the Democrats and 
anathema to conservative Republicans. The former Illinois 
congressman cleaned up many of the scandals surrounding the 
agency, changed its focus to an experimental rather than 
operational one, and still managed to keep a low profile. 


He then headed a Phase II operation so successfully that the 


Democrats never succeeded in making this departure from 
market-place economics a big campaign issue. Again his profile 
was relatively low. 


After these two hot assignments, why would Rumsfeld get a 


relatively obscure post with NATO, instead of a cabinet depart- 
ment, like HUD, as had been suggested by pundits? A reasonable 
answer: to handle another hot potato, namely the overdue U.S. 
troop reduction in Europe. 


There's one other ingredient in the Nixon decision. Rumsfeld 


is shaping up as a figure to be reckoned with on the Republican 
presidential scene. But there's one missing ingredient that so 
often hurts the hopes of would-be presidential candidates, an 
absence of high foreign policy experience. 


The new assignment should neatly fill out that part of 


Rumsfeld's credentials portfolio, and Nixon knows that. So does 
Rumsfeld. 


Indians and bureaucracy 


The forcible take-over of the massive headquarters office 


building of the Bureau of Indian Affairs of the U. S. Department 
of Interior in Washington several weeks ago cannot be con- 
doned. The deliberate destruction of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of government property, the conscious and 
probably irrevocable despoiling of huge stores of records and 
other depredations must be punished by a government that rules 
in a nation that regards itself as civilized. 


Yet there will be many persons, we venture to suggest, who 


have reflected that this was the desperate act of outraged 
younger representatives of an American minority that has been 
more persecuted and deprived than any other group of citizens. 
Violence and vandalism have become part of political expression 
in this country, and when they are indulged by groups in far 
more advantageous positions in our society than the alienated 
young of Indian Americans the responsible members of the 
successful majority groups of the country must search their 
hearts for causes. 


The fact is that the Indian has been forgotten during the 


period of struggle and conflict about minority group relations in 
the republic, mostly because of his passivity. Yet the most 
respected of our social scientists have repeatedly reminded us of 
his deprivation and his hopelessness, and the indifference of 
public opinion on the whole toward his lot. 


Lately there has been a flood of new books dealing with the 


history of the Indian tribes and their ruthless suppression by 
white Americans who were regarded as the heroes of the 
frontier. Those numerous new titles on the publishers' lists seem 
to signify a purging and acknowledgement of historic guilt. The 
indifferent, incompetent, and sometimes corrupt Indian agent of 
the United States on the Western frontier has become a kind of 
guilt image of the ruthless march of American continental 
empire. 


A century after the end of the last Indian wars, the Bureau of 


Indian Affairs remains one of the fattest, most indifferent, most 
costly of the bureaucratic nests in the federal government, as a 
member of this newspaper's staff discovered to his shocked 
surprise a few years ago. Visiting in Washington, our represen- 
tative thought to call on the commissioner of the bureau for a 
review of Indian problems. A logical beginning of such an 
interview was a question about the size of the Indian population. 
The routine inquiry created only embarrassment. The commis- 
sioner didn't know. His immediate deputies didn't know. 
Anxious phone calls around the huge headquarters building 
brought no response. Presumably there was a count, 
somewhere, but our man dropped the subject. 


Probing Indian affairs 


i 


The House of Representatives Indian Affairs Committee is 


currently conducting an investigation of the conflict or series of 
troubles that led to the take-over and destruction at the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs early in November. 


After-the-event hearings are often not productive but these 


might at least be able to determine whether th^re is validity to 
the Indian claims of a "trail of broken treaties," whether sincere 
attempts are being made to cope with the present situation and 
just how much effect the presidential elections had upon the 
hands-off attitude of the Federal government. 


Interior Secretary Thurston Morton has taken action after 


almost a full month either to get rid of the inept or to find 
convenient scapegoats. Obviously at least the three officials he 
has removed from their posts were in disagreement as to policies 
and programs and were doing quite a bit of buck passing 
themselves. Admittedly, making up in a quick decade for the 
centuries of clumsy, misdirected and even evilly conceived 
activities of white and Indian dealings is impossible. It is not out 
of the way to suggest that some Indians have seen black 
progress as a result of black activism and that such is the case in 
many areas of race relations. The seizure of the BIA may have 
been primarily accidental and as a result of lack of immediate 
response in Washington by the Federal government which later 
backed down to try to meet demands for housing and food, for 
instance. 


If the congressional committee can determine exactly what 


part in the incident election campaign politics played it will have 
done a public service. President Nixon, a firm spokesman for an 
end to "permissiveness" in the country, has been accused of the 
most rampant kind in not taking back the BIA from the 
Indians. The Indians similarly may have given with election 
winds; they abandoned the building with no violence once the 
voting was over. Apparent Administration attempts at punish- 
ment are petty, both because ,they often have missed the mark 
and because they reflect frustration and guilt rather than 
measured consideration. If President Nixon ordered or even 
suggested a hands off until after the elections, his agencies have 
no business trying to make UD for lost time now.

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Labor retains its legislative clout 


MADISON — In the abundant Wisconsin 


post-election speculation and analysis, a ques- 
tion that is vital to major elements of the 
Wisconsin population has been strangely ig- 
nored. 


It is the role of organized labor in relation to 


the business management community in the 
second half of the Democratic state adminis- 
tration and with the continuation of a divided 
legislators. 


The labor lobby won more of its declared 


goals in the 1971 legislature than in any other 
term since the demise of the LaFollette party 
more than 30 years ago. According to surface 
appearances, its force in the new legislature 
will be unchanged. Its hard and fast alliance 
with the state administration of Gov. Lucey 
and the Democratic Assembly remains. The 
Republicans continue with numerical control 
of the state Senate. 


Rate one of highest 


The union program has not yet been entirely 


written into law. Some unmet demands are 
ambitious. There will be pressures to raise 
again the benefit rate under the unemployment 
compensation law, which will rise in January to 
a maximum of $91 under a 1971 act. That is one 
of the highest rates in the country, employers 
will testify. 


The union leadership two years ago brought 


in an anti-strike breaker law, so-called, written 
in such terms that business managers protested 
that a struck plant would be a plant surely 
closed down. 


The unions want repeal of the rule that public 


unemployment benefits cannot be paid to 
employes who are off a payroll because they 
struck. 


A whole new and costly packet of proposi- 


tions will come from the big public employe 
chapters that are now providing more muscle 
for the political agents of the labor organiza- 
tions than some of the traditionally dominant 
unions — in part because of the strategic 
distribution of such employes in the electorate 
with the massive enlargement of government 
everywhere. 


Within the University of Wisconsin, for 


example, where the huge professional teaching 
corps always resisted the idea of union-oriented 
barganinng, there is now a deep seated fear of 
system-wide union negotiations. 


Two years ago the legislature authorized an 


"experiment" in compulsory arbitration of 
labor disputes in governmental employment. 
Little has yet been shown about the results. But 
already there is talk about expanding that law 
to the deep dismay of those who feel that it will 
strike a mortal blow to the idea of control by 
elected public officials. 


The most important new tool of the public 


employe unions is the concession granted by 


the last legislature that permits them to collect 
assessments from non-union workers in public 
service agencies. 


Money more important 


At a time when the labor lobby is deeply 


involved in election campaigns and money has 
became more and more important in determin- 
ing the outcome of the elections, these are all 
suggestive developments. 


Accepting 'surface appearances, i.uthing 


much has changed in the legislative political 
lineup. Republicans continue to'ho'ld the Senate. 
When the new Republican leadership talked 
about its plans in the Senate for the new term, it 
discussed only relations with Gov. Lucey as the 
Democratic head of the state and its deter- 
mination to develop a "loyal opposition." 


But the governor did not propose labor's bills 


in his first term, and he is not likely to do so in 
the new legislature. He merely signs them 
routinely when passed. 


He has so often and so firmly acknowledged 


his gratitude to the unions that his initiative is 
not expected or asked. Indeed, his most anxious 
political posture now is to devise overtures to 
business and industry. 


The wondering is whether the Republican 


Senate majority remembering the 1971 erosion 
of its ranks on major questions will be able to 
stand together on demands when they 
represent a union political force more powerful 
than the state Capitol has ever seen.

Stalin goofed 
at big moment 


There couldn't be two books less alike 


than Hildegarde Knefs moving au- 
tobiography, "The Gift Horse," and 
"The Memoirs of Lord Gladwyn." One 
is the life of a Berlin actress during and 
after World War II; the other is an 
intimate study of world events during 
that same period, by one of the few 
clear-sighted and plain-speaking Bri- 
tish statesmen. 


Yet, despite their vast dissimilarities, 


both books make the same strong 
point. Miss Knef asserts that when the 
Russians took over Berlin, they were 
gratefully welcomed by the populace — 
and that the whole city, indeed, the 
whole country would have turned Red 
if the Russians had behaved them- 
selves. 


Lord Gladwyn,. from his seat in the 


prompter's box of world affairs, 
likewise declares that Stalin could have 
conquered most of Europe without 
firing a shot, if he had not outrageously 
overplayed his hand. The Nazis had 
inspired such 
hate and 
disgust 


everywhere they trod, that a moderate 
and humane Soviet administration 
would have won the peace as well as 
the war. 


But the fact of the matter is that it is 


the nature of evi! to overplay its hand, 
to go further than it should, to ruin its 
chances. The two evil geniuses of the 
20th Century were Hitler and Stahn: 
both threw away their opportunity to 
dominate the Western world. 


In times of chaos and conflict, such 


as ours, we tend to feel that evil has all 
the advantages — it is powerful and 
ruthless, it mobilizes the worst feelings 


of people (as goodness rarely succeeds 
in doing), and its relentless energy 
drives it from victory to victory. 


Yet, it is worth reflecting that the 


human race could not have survived 
the potency of so much evil over the 
centuries if there were not something in 
the very core of wickedness that inevi- 
tably forces it to crash by its own 
momentum. 


Evil is by its very nature divisive; the 


one thing it wants to do, and cannot do, 
is unify. All its grand plans are even- 
tually wrecked on the social and 
psychological fact that it can destroy, 
but it cannot build. And whatever can- 
not build is digging its own destruction. 


Yeats' famous line that "the best lack 


all conviction, while the worst are full 
of passionate intensity" is true as far as 
it goes: but it does not go far enough. It 
does not add. as it should, that the 
passionate intensity of evil is the mode 
of suicide; that neither a psychopath 
like Hitler nor a moral imbecile like 
Stalin could stop until brought down in 
the rubble of his own unbridled 
violence. It is not that "good" conquers 
"evil"; it is that evil embraces the prin- 
ciple of its own ultimate defeat. But. 
often, at what a cost!

Texans may head 
both parties! 


Texans are some of the nation's most 


important political headliners. Dallas 
lawyer Robert Strauss may well be 
elected Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee on December 9, 
and the White House has been hinting 
that former Houston Congressman 
George Bush (now U.S. Ambassador to 
the U.N.) may become Republican Na- 
tional Chairman in January. And to top 
it off, the biggest enigma in national 
politics is offered by Strauss' former 
college roommate, John B. Connally, 
the conservative Democrat who may 
(or may not) turn Republican and run 
for the Presidency. 


All of these possible headlines are 


interrelated, and the way in which 
these situations shake down over the 
next couple of years will tell a lot about 
the direction of both parties and of U.S. 
politics as a whole. Texas is not just a 
big, flamboyant state with a lot of 
important politicos. As the last major 
state controlled by the conservative 
wing of the Democratic Party, Texas' 
decision 
for 
the 
Seventies 
— 


Republican or Democratic — will have 
echoes from Maine to California. 


Victory for the Old Guard? 


Should Strauss become Chairman of 


the Democratic National Committee, 
notch up a victory for the AFL-CIO, 
Texas Oil and the George Wallace wing 
of the party. But how significant a 
victory? Just before George McGovern 
was nominated in July, these same Old 
Guard forces were sufficiently in con- 
trol of the National Committee to strip 
away 120 of the South Dakotan's 
California delegates. That didn't stop 
the Miami Beach convention! Similarly, 
whatever 
leadership 
moves 
the 


Democratic Party makes over the next 
few years must ultimately yield to 
whatever happens in the 1976 conven- 
tions and primaries. In the meantime, 
though, a Strauss success would be 
bound to give encouragement to Old 
Guard Democrats, and it might keep 
John B. Connally from taking a Nixon 
Cabinet job and switching to the GOP. 


UN Ambassador George Bush has 


lost his two statewide (Senate) races in 
Texas, and should he be chosen as 
Republican National Chairman, few 
Lone Star State citizens are likely to be 
impressed. More interest should attach 
to what the Nixon Administration 
might plan to do with Bush. Run him 
for Governor of Texas in 1974? 


Knock the conservative Democrats 


out of the Austin statehouse two years 
hence, and they won't carry much clout 
at the 1976 Democratic National Con- 
vention. And this could easily take 
place. Governor-elect Dolph Briscoe, 
Uvalde rancher, won by only a hair this 
year, and nobody expects him to gain 
plaudits in office. 


But does the Nixon Administration 


actually want to win the Texas State- 
house? This year, Henry Grover, a 
young conservative GOP State Senator 
from Dallas, had to surmount White 
House coolness to give Briscoe the 
scare of his life. 


Spurned by Nixon tacticians and 


Texas' GOP Senator John Tower, 
Grover had hardly any funds for a 
campaign. Even so, with only $300,000 
for media, a political advertising outfit 
called the Agora Group mounted a 
tough conservative attack that brought 
Grover within 90,000 votes of victory. 
Some of the liberal media tried to credit 
Nixon's coattails. and the Washington 
Post went so far as to invent a $5 
million Grover radio-TV budget. A 
much better explanation came from 
Texas' Democratic Secretary of State 
Bob Bullock: "If. .the Republican 
Party of Texas had given Hank Grover 
any help during the election — instead 
of putting all their effort behind Nixon 
and Tower — Hank Grover would have 
been elected." 


Was There a Deal? 


Grover would probably run well 


again in 1974. This year, he garnered 
almost V6 million votes, many more 
than George Bush won for Senator in 
3970 — and Bush had plenty of tooney 


and full White House support. Some of 
Grover's aides bitterly say that their 
man would have been elected in 
November if the White House had not 
agreed with John Connally to throw 
the gubernatorial race. Deal or no deal, 
the conservative Texas Democrats 
were lucky. Had Grover won, Strauss' 
and Connally's national bargaining 
positions would be much impaired. (A 
Footnote: Vice President Agnew went 
to Texas at the last minute to appear for 
Grover because the veep scented a 
chance to nail rival Connally!) 


Texas' politics appear to be as 


Byzantine as they are pivotal. And it 
will be fascinating to see where Strauss, 
Connally, Tower, the White House, 
Bush and Grover go from here.

"In the current season, Argentina's 


exports will decline by around 70 per 
cent as the recent harvests were 
struck by virtually every natural 
calamity," the Foreign Agricultural 
Service said in a report. 


That means, the report said, that 


from about 8.7 million tons of corn 
and sorghum grain exported in 
1971-72 the total for the current 
season may be down to around 2.5 
million tons. 


Corn production has outranked 


sorghum three or four to one, ac- 
cording to the report. For 1972-73, 
corn exports are expected to be about 
2.0 million tons and sorghum 500,000 
tons. 


"This deficit in Argentine export- 


able supplies will benefit 
U. S. 


sales," the report said. Argentina is 
second to the United States as a feed 
grain exporter, and has been 
increasing sales for a decade. 


The report on the Argentina sit-

When property is owned by an in- 


dividual on a sole ownership basis 
inheritance is decided by a will or by 
legal codes, under a joint tenancy sys- 
tem the surviving partner inherits 
property, and in tenancy-in-common 
the part of the property owned by an 
individual generally is distributed ac- 
cording to a will without disturbing 
that owned by a partner, said Bachman.

sociation fieldman, told members that 
the organization purchased two com- 
puters during 1972.

even more frequent inspections. 


He said that records of such plants 


are now computerized to make reliable 
checking on their performance more 
feasible. He remarked that he wants 
more emphasis on inspections of Wis- 
consin food canning and freezing es- 
tablishments. 


The 61 inspectors now on his payroll 


reach only about half of the food stores 
of the state each year to audit their 
performance with respect to sanitation 
and other standards, including the 
weights 
and measures 
rules. A 


minimum goal should be one examina- 
tion of each retail food outlet each year, 
he suggested. 


Wilkinson acknowledged that on 


farm inspections by his dairy specialists 
now reach only 10 per cent of the dairy- 
farms, exclusive of those under Grade 
A marketing controls, and said the 
frequency of such calls ought to be 
increased. 


He warned also that the Grade A 


inspection program has become more 
costly, with an enlargement of Grade A. 
inspection demands by 400 per cent in 
recent years because more farmers 
want the state seal of quality on their 
output.

Farm prices, costs 
reach new records

record high prices for their products in 
November —- but their expenses also 
inched up to an all-time high.

Expenses also increased one per cent. 


Prices had increased one per cent in 


October after holding steady in Sep- 
tember. 


The Agriculture Department report- 


ed that wheat prices, high because of 
large sales to the Soviet Union, 
averaged $1.97 per bushel in November 
compared with $1.89 in October and 
$1.31 a year ago. 


Beef dropped $1.40 to average $32.80 


per hundred pounds of live weight in 
November, compared with $34.20 in 
October and a record high of $34.60 in 
July. A year ago, the price was $29.90. 


Hogs declined 70 cents to average 


$26.80 per hundredweight as against 
$27.50 in October and $18.80 a year ago. 


Corn averaged $1.20 per bushel 


against $1.19 in OccOber and .974 cents a 
year ago.

Board said higher prices for eggs, let- 
tuce, tomatoes, cotton, milk, soybeans 
and wheat contributed most to the 
over-all increase in farm prices. Par- 
tially offsetting were lower prices for 
cattle, grapefruit, oranges and hogs. 


Higher prices for feed, food, motor 


vehicles, motor supplies, and building 
materials contributed to the rise in 
farmers' expenses, the report said. 


It said a comparison of farm product 


prices and costs expressed as a "parity 
ratio" based on a 1910-14 formula, was 
75 per cent in November, the same as in 
September and October. Theoretically, 
under the parity guideline, farm ex- 
penses and prices are in balance when 
the indicator is at 100 per cent. 


A more recent measure, using 1967 as 


a base, showed a ratio of 100 in 
November, compared with 100 in Oc- 
tober.and September and 94 a year 
earlier. 


Prices farmers received averaged 130 


per cent of their 1967 bases and expenses 
130 percent, compared with 129 for each 
in October.

a bit disjointed and the conversation 
level was not lofty but Synthia showed 
that she was willing to help Outagamie 
County fanners in a meeting here at the 
high school 


That's really Synthia's job She's 


been working for Michigan farmers for 
two years and has helped this year for 
Brown County fanners 


Now, 
if she's wanted in Outagamie 


County Synthia is willing to help. She 
showed farmers that she could help 
them find out how to feed the least 
expensive dairy ration. After working 
21 seconds during a telephone call to 
Ann Arbor, Mich , that took more than 
20 minutes she prescribed a trio of dairy 
rations tailored to specific farm needs 
But that was normal work for Synthia 


She's a computer 
Actually Synthia works from a bank 


of information stored in computer 
centers at the University of Michigan, 
Ann Arbor and Michigan State Univer- 
sity, East Lansing 


Synthia's job, according to Dr 


Harlan Hughes, who demonstrated the 
computer to farmers here, is to help 
farmers make decisions. 


She can be used from a farm kitchen 


table. Using a Touch-Tone telephone 
connection which can be linked to 
conventional telephones an operator 
can "talk" with the computer feeding it 
detailed information about individual 
farm problems 


The cost to a farmer is for rental of 


the equipment, a computer service 
charge and the bill for a long-distance 
telephone call 


In return Synthia tells a farmer 


quickly what would take hours to 
figure out using conventional methods 
Hughes said the real advantage is when 
farmers want to explore alternatives to 
solutions Synthia can quickly analyze 
several alternatives and in many cases 
mav%ave farmers money 


Although the computer can be used 


to solve many problems the most 
popular use in Wisconsin has been to 
search for a "least-cost dairy ration " 


In Dane County, where the plan has 


been working since November, 1971, it 
has become increasingly popular, ac- 
cording to Ron Jensen, county farm 
management agent. 


The "least-cost dairy ration," is most 


popular and has improved production 
or cut costs on about two-thirds of the 
farms using the computer Jensen es- 
timated that the cost of feed has been 
reduced from 8-10 cents daily per cow 
on one-third of the farms Another third 
have boosted milk output while on the 
final third the computer confirmed that 
farmers already are using nearly op- 
timum feed rations 


The system has been tested in seven 


Wisconsin counties, Clark, Brown, 
Dodge, Jefferson, Columbia, Mani- 
towoc, Lafayette and Dane counties 
"They (the counties) were hand picked 
to fit the types of agriculture in Wis 
consin," said Hughes 


"The potential is tremendous for it,"

Canada in February. Extradition was 
ordered June 30. 


He appealed, saying he had not been 


allowed to confront state witnesses at 
the extradition hearing. 


Attorney Austin Cooper, represent- 


ing the State of Wisconsin, said ex- 
tradition cases "are not criminal or 
political proceedings" and that af- 
fidavits from witnesses are sufficient. 


To require witnesses to undertake 


international travel for presentation of 
testimony could burden the extradition 
system, Cooper said. 


Wisconsin courts, not extradition 


hearings, "ultimately will be the ones to 
apply due process," he argued. 


Judge Arthur Thurlow questioned

Rep. Lewis T. Mittness, D-Janesville, 


is a sponsor of the bill for creating 
lakeside rehabilitation districts. 


He said the measure's chief obstacle is 


likely to be the problem of winning 
agreement on a source of revenue. 


Members of the Legislative Council's 


Committee on Natural Resources, 
under whose auspices the bill was 
drafted, may have to accept the Outdoor 
Recreation Act Program or some other 
source of funds to get the bill approved 
over protests of tax opponents, he said. 


Many Wisconsin lakes which are 


befouled with sewage, chemical pollut- 
ion, fertilized algae and construction- 
site silt are intercounty waters. One 
county's concern may be nullified by an 
adjoining county's disinterest. 


The committee's bill would allow 


lakeside interests in contiguous coun- 
ties to create a single administrative 
district to encompass and protect their 
lake.

officials' alarm at the low level of 
applications by Badger State veterans 
for the GI -Bill and other veterans 
benefits available to them. 


The idea behind it's thai if the veteran 


won't come to the benefits, the benefits 
should come to the veteran—so 13 
counselors will fan out across the* state 
and begin contacting recently returned 
veterans. 


"It's spread terribly thin," John 


Moses, secretary of veterans affairs, 
said in an interview. But he said he 
hopes his youthful recruits will make up 
in enthusiasm for what they lack in 
numbers. 


Moses said Wisconsin ranks 16th 


among the states in population and 12th 
in the number of Vietnam veterans, but 
40th in the number taking advantage of 
the GI Bill to go back to school after 
leaving the service. 


Wisconsin's level of applications for 


GI Bill benefits has fallen further in the 
last six months, Moses added. 


"New veterans aren't behaving as 


veterans of other conflicts did," Moses 
said. "They're just fading into the 
scenery." 


The counselors will be paid out of 


$100,000 in emergency grant money 
from the department's state appropriat- 
ions. They will join four other coun- 
selors working in Milwaukee whose 
salaries come from federal funds. 


Moses said he requested a 36-man 


program for 1973-75 in his budget, ex- 
pecting to receive $869,400 of its cost in 
federal money, but the freezing of all 
Emergency Employment Act funds 
scotched those plans. 


Instead, he said, he will seek $731,000 


in state money for an outreach program 
that would shrink from 35 workers the 
first year to 20 the second. 


Moses said the agency is training 20 


counselors, but seven will not be 
employed unless he receives an okay 
from the Board on Government Opera- 
tions to spend an extra $42,000 on the 
program. 


Arts commission urged 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - Creation of a 


state Commission on the Arts and 
Humanities was included among 
recommendations of the Governor's 
Study Committee on the Arts disclosed 
Thursday. 


The suggestion differs from perennial 


calls for a statuatory arts agency in that 
it seeks to combine support for the 
visual and performing arts with assis- 
tance to activities in the humanities. 


"A single administration would ac- 


curately reflect the real relation 
between the arts and humanities," said 
the study committee's chairman, 
Adolph Suppan. "They are not separate 
disciplines." 


Suppan, dean of fine arts at the

said in announcing the proposal that the 
panel favors making such a state-fund- 
ed commission responsibile for dis- 
tributing state and federal funds. 


"The state should contribute to the 


commission an amount annually which 
would assure efficient operation with an 
adequate staff, and which would permit 
continued growth of the arts and 
humanities," the report said. 


"It it suggested that this amount 


annually be commensurate with that 
committed by the federal government." 


A S50,000 annual budget to finance a 


staff including an executive director, 
associate director, secretary, clerk- 
typist and several volunteer interns was 
urged by the panel.

Egypt's hopes won't 
remain in limbo 


CAIRO — Egyptian President Anwar 


Sadat hopes for "good, new relations" 
between Cairo and Moscow, so badly 
fractured last July, but he believes 
Moscow's commitment to detente with 
Washington overwhelms every other 
aspect of Kremlin policy. 
( I n short, although he cloaked his 
words in an exclusive interview with us 
here in diplomatic niceties, Sadat and 
Egypt have no assurance how much 
muscle Party Chairman Leonid Brezh- 
nev will use to champion Egypt's case 
when he meets with President Nixon 
next spring. 


If that prospect does not change, and 


change radically, Sadat may abruptly 
move his country out of the somnolent, 
twilight phase which started with the 
Suez Canal cease-fire in August 1970. 
The change could shatter the cease-fire 
by next spring. 


It was clear, Sadat told us in a parlor 


of his modest presidential residence 
facing the Nile, that the firest Brezh- 
nev-Nixon summit reached no consen- 
sus on the Middle East. 


Soviet reluctance to pressure Mr. 


Nixon then on the question of Israel's 
continued occupation of the Egyptian 
Sinai peninsula was perhaps unavoida- 
ble, Sadat told us. He fully understood 
that Moscow was committed to the 
re-election of Mr. Nixon (and so, he 
added, was he). 


Hence, the Middle East, where the 


Americans and the Russians champion 
competing clients, remained in limbo. 


But Sadat will not stay in limbo 


forever. The Egyptians watched with 
anxiety the red carpet treatment Mos- 
cow gave President Nixon right after 
the mining of Haiphong harbor. Such 
callow Soviet disregard of its ally in 
Hanoi, it is felt here, suggests the 
probability that Moscow will play 
similar hands-off politics with its ally in 
Egypt.

During the next few weeks, you will 


buy an all-time record total of bicycles 
at a bottom price of $50 and a more 
typical price of $80 to $150 and up. By 
the time 1972 ends, you will have 
bought more than 11 million bicycles 
and our bicyclist population will have 
reached the believe-it-or-not peak of 80 
million (two in five of us). 


Do you remember (I do) when $20 to 


$30 was a standard price for a bicycle 
and $50 meant you were buying "all the 
extras?" Do you realize that a bike has 
now become one of the costliest pieces 
of sports equipment you can buy and 
that your spending for bikes now 
approximates $700 million a year? 


Against this background, tips on how 


to shop for and save on a bicycle seem 
singularly appropriate for the Christ- 
mas season. Here goes: 


There are many choices 


— Decide in advance how much a 


bike is worth to you and what kind is 
right for you. Your choices are: 
„' Middleweight^, weighing 50 to 60 
founds, costing $30 to $40 and rugged. 
They're one speed only and hard work 
to pedal over long distances. 
I Touring bicycles (miscalled "English 
racers"), weighing 35 to 40 pounds, 
costing $50-$100. Most have three 
speeds, are good for normal'use, are 
your best buy if you're a casual cyclist. 


Lightweights 
(racing 
bicycles) 


weighing less than 30 pounds, costing 
$80 to $500. Have from five to 15 speeds, 
with 10 typical. Need fairly frequent 
maintenance, are tops in efficient 
pedaling for the serious cyclist. 
' Stores also carry a variety of 
children's bikes, "high risers" which 
l<Jok like motorcycles, folding bikes, 
three wheelers for adults with poor 
balance, tandems, even unicycles. 


'. — Test ride any bike you're con- 
sidering to see how it feels and "fits." A 
lightweight will feel awkward at first, 
but it will be most comfortable for long 
jaunts. A way to test ride is to rent one 
or more bikes before you buy. 


About frame sizes 


— Get the correct frame size (dis- 


tance from pedal crank to point where 
seat mounts) for you. The range is 17 to 
24 inches. To get your size, subtract 
nine or ten inches from the length of 
your inseam, measured to the floor. 


;— Be sure your child's bike fits. Do 


not buy a big — but unsafe — bike that 
he'll "grow into." Just allow a reasona- 
ble range of seat and handlebar adjust- 


ment for some growth. 


—Check the brakes while you're test 


riding. The bike may have a coaster 
brake on the rear wheel activated by 
back-pedaling, or caliper brakes ac- 
tivated by hand 
levers 
on 
the 


handlebars. A coaster brake takes 
longer to apply than calipers and is 
more difficult to service, but it works 
better in wet weather. Dual caliper 
brakes will give you a quicker stop in 
dry weather, but it will be poor when 
wet. Self-adjusting caliper brakes are a 
strong plus. Note: Don't buy a child's 
bike with caliper brakes unless the 
child has a big enough hand to use them 
easily. 


— Also while testing, find out how 


springy the frame is. A more rigid frame 
means less pedaling wasted. Guard 
against raw, sharp or rough edges on 
any parts, even parts protected by 
guards and grips. On children's bikes, 
be wary of gearshift levers placed far 
back on the horizontal bar, "sissy bars" 
(high back on seat), small front 
wheels.The Bicycle Manufacturers As- 
sociation thumbs-downed all these fea- 
tures a year ago as hazardous. Beware 
too of elongated "banana seats" (unless 
you prohibit riding double on them). 


Used bike good buy 


—To save money, buy a used bike — 


but if it's in good condition, expect to 
pay 75 per cent of the price of a new 
one. A low price for a good used bicycle 
is a warning that it may have been 
stolen. Inspect any used bike with care 
— or pay a qualified mechanic a few 
dollars to go over the bike for you. 


— Assemble a new bike yourself — a 


job which will also save money by 
teaching you how to repair it. Have a 
competent repairman check your work 
to be sure you did it right. 


— Be prepared to wait until the 


bicycle you want can be shipped to you. 
Few bicycle shops have any used ones, 
and bikes generally are in such demand 
that your choice may be very limited if 
you are not prepared to wait. 


— After you've bought your bike, 


register it with the local police. Many 
communities impound unregistered 
bicycles, and, in any event, registration 
sharply increases your chance of 
recovering your bike if it is stolen. 


— And check your homeowners in- 


surance to see if it covers a bicycle. If 
not, you can get a special policy, at 
about S10.50 a year for a S125 bicycle.

conviction that, in today's post-summit 
world, Moscis is inextricably tied to 
Washington.

Sadat gave his trump card to the U.S. — 
inviting Soviet technicians out of Egypt 
as the White House" has demanded 
since 1970 —when Mr. Nixon could not 
respond in Sadat's favor because of" his 
campaign courtship of the Jewish vote. 


Army near to rebellion 


Sadat's long explanation to us boiled 


down to one essential: the expulsion of 
the Russians "had a history before it" in 
Soviet arrogance and repeated Soviet 
failures to deliver promised weapons. 
In short, the Egyptian army was on the 
edge of rebellion as the Russian mili- 
tary played lord and master on such 
sovereign matters as security, control 
of military bases and handling of 
equipment. 


But having played his trump card. 


Sadat has yet to demonstrate any poli- 
tical gain from it in terms of new 
American pressures on Israel. That fact 
now heavily reinforces the skepticism 
in many high quarters here over the 
late President Gamal Abdel Nasser's 
decision to accept the August 1970 
cease-fire. 


For one example, former Foreign 


Minister Mahmoud Riad, now head of 
the Arab League, privately 
but 


explicitly warned that the cease-fire 


would boomerang against Egypt. Once 
the Sue/ (,'aiutl hot war ended, the U.S. 
would diddle Egypt. Riad commands 
new respect here today. 


But as Nasser played t h a t t r u m p 


card, Sadat has now played his and 
both Moscow and Washington aic 
diddling Egypt. In a desperate effort to 
end the diddling. Egypt may now risk 
thousands of casualties by a renewal of 
hot war against prohibitively superior 
Israel. 


As Sadat told us: "It is better to die 


with one's head in the sky than live 
shivering on the ground." That may be 
only epigrammatic rhetoric, typically 
Arab, but its implied threat requires 
serious scrutiny in a subsequent 
column.
